Mrs. Doris Smith, who acted 
as a spokesm an for the parents, 
said they were told by the sus­ 
pended driver, whom she did not 
nam e, that the six replacem ent 
d rivers Here 
not 
qualified 
to 


transport children of kindergar­ 
ten age. 
She said they w ere told that the 
replacem ent drivers were m ain­ 
tenance men who did not even 
have a health certificate and that 
such a certificate is required by 
state law. 
Admits Being “Taken In” 


Today 
Mrs. 
Smith 
adm itted 
that she had been "taken in" by 


the suspended bus driver and that 


since last night they have learn­ 
ed that the certificate is not re­ 
quired 
since 
the 
kindergarten 
program is not operated under 
state aid. 
Mrs. 
Smith 
said, 
"I 
feel 
foolish.” 


Mrs 
Smith said that she and 
the other parents were “ just too 
gullible” but that they accepted 


the word of the suspended driv­ 
er without question “ because we 
feared for our children's safety.” 


She said, 
“The only thought 
which cam e to our minds was 
thai our children are riding in 
buses being driven 
by 
persons 
who were not qualified to drive 
school buses.” 


Mrs. Smith said they learned 
of their error last night when

coordinator of the school district, 
called at her home and explained 
that the drivers being used as 
replacem ents were all employes 
of the school district and were 
indeed qualified to drive school 
buses.

raiders this week left three A m er­ 


icans, four North K oreans, and 
one South Korean dead. 


U.S. forces here also have been 


ordered on a full com bat alert for 


the first tim e since the Cuban cris­ 
is last October. 


“ We should not overlook the 
fact that the North Korean pup­ 
pets can 
renew w ar 
in Korea 
whenever convenient to them and 
whenever they a re ready,” Kim 
said.

Evangelist 


TULSA, Okla. 
(U P I)-A low- 
altitude in-flight collision of two 
light planes Tuesday at Tulsa’s 
Riverside Airport killed a flying 
evangelist from Kentucky. 
Rev. Edwin Moran, 42, of Lex­ 
ington, Ky., died instantly when 
his plane was cut in half by the 
propeller of the second craft. 
The pilot of the other plane, 
Dorsett L. Stephens of Shawnee, 
and a passenger, Sam Norton Jr., 
of Tulsa, were not hurt. Stephens 
managed to land his plane safely. 
Investigators said both planes 
were approaching the airport in 
South Tulsa at the same time.
